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Fiddle Yard Design 


A fiddle yard is a collection of 
tracks that represent the rest of the 
railway network which is not part of 
the area modelled. These tracks are 
hig eae to allow most model railways 
to be operated in a realistic manner. 
Only on a larger layout having several 
stations and operators can a realistic 
operating sequence be followed with- 
out a need for a fiddle yard. 

The fiddle yard (or yards) does not 
need to have scenery since it does not 
represent an actual place. Since trains 
can be rearranged by lifting them off 
the track and replacing them there is 
no need for run around loops or any 
of the other facilities that you require 
for the breaking up and rebuilding of 
trains on the rest of the model rail- 


_ way. 


On this basis it would seem that 
there is not very much to a fiddle 
yard. In fact the arrangement of the 
track within the fiddle yard can make 
a big difference to the storage avail- 
able and in many cases the way in 
which the yard can be operated. 

There are four basic types of fiddle 
yard. These are single track single 
ended, double track single ended, 
single track double ended, and double 
track double ended. More compli- 
cated variations can be built up using 
the same principles as with these four 
basic types. 

A single track single ended yard is 
the simplest type that there is and yet 
we already have many alternative ways 
of constructing it. Basically with this 
type of yard we have a single track 
entering which we need to split into a 
number of separate roads each ca- 
pable of holding one or more trains. 

The simplest way of setting up a 
single track single ended fiddle yard 
(at least with regards track usage) is 
using a traverser (figure one). The 
traverser slides from side to side to 
allow the appropriate track to be lined 
up for the arriving or departing train. 
An optional section of track allows a 
locomotive to be held beyond the 
traverser. This method uses the least 
amount of track and fits the largest 
number of trains into the shortest 
length. Disadvantages to the method 
are the relatively complicated mecha- 
nism to operate the traverser and the 
difficulties of track alignment and 
powering of the track on the trav- 
erser.

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A slightly easier to build variation 
is the sector plate (figure two). Here 
we have a plate pivoted at one end (or 
perhaps in the centre). Because the 
sector plate is pivoted we do not have 
the problem that we had with the 
traverser of having to move both ends 
at once in order to keep the traverser 
parallel. The sector plate requires a 
little more room than a traverser for 
the same length train and requires 
that the end of the plate be curved 
(the centre of the circle of which this 
curve Is a part is the pivot point). Also 
the tracks need to run perpendicular 
to the edge of the plate. If enough 
room ts available and we pivot the 
sector plate in the centre then it 
becomes possible to curve the other 
end of the plate in the same way as the 
first end thus making the sector plate 
into a train turntable. The wiring of a 
train turntable is slightly more compli- 
cated than for a sector plate. 

The third alternative is to join all of 
the tracks into one using a simple or 
compound ladder of turnouts (figure 
three). This alternative is easier to 
construct since there are no moving 
parts other than the turnouts. This 
alternative takes more space than the 
previously discussed alternatives due 
to the space needed for the turnouts.

To allow for more trains without 
actually pulling trains off the track we 
can make a section of the fiddle yard 
removable and build a number of 
cassettes to fit (figure four). If prop- 
erly built the cassette can be used as 
a train turntable by lifting it out turn- 
ing it around and putting it back in. 

Fach of these alternatives have 
various advantages and disadvantages 
some of which have been discussed 
here. The main purpose of this article 
is to show some of the alternative 
fiddle yard designs which are possible. 

Now let us consider the double 
track single ended fiddle yard. We can 
either run the two tracks right into the 
vard and supply two crossovers the 
same as we would at a double track 
terminus (figure five). This allows for 
trains to both arrive at and depart 
from the fiddle yard at the same time 
provided that tracks in the appropri- 
ate part of the yard are used. The 
major disadvantage of this alternative 
is the relatively large amount of space 
that is required to fit in the two 
crossovers for the small amount of op- 
erating flexibility that is gained. A 
removable cassette system can also be 
used with this arrangement. 

A traverser with two roads entering 
it (like figure one but with an extra 
track at the right hand end) is also 
possible although the electrical wirin 
to allow each traverser track to f 
from the 5 haa section is slightly 
more involved. 

A much simpler alternative to the 
double crossover of figure five is to 
convert the double track to single 
within the fiddle yard (figure six). 
This requires somewhat less space 
than the other version. Once con- 
verted to single track then any of the 
variations discussed for single track 
can be used although the previously 
mentioned double track traverser 
makes more sense than converting to 
single track first. 

e various traversers, sector plates, 
turntables, and cassettes mentioned 
for single ended fiddle yards become 
much less relevant to double ended 
yards. In most double ended yards we 
want at least the option of being able

to run a train straight through. This is 
not so easy to achieve with these 
variations so for double ended yards 
we will restrict our discussion to vari- 
ations using turnouts. 

The single track double ended yard 
does not really have many possible 
variations. All variations that do not 
involve terminating tracks are opera- 
tionally equivalent to the yard shown 
figure seven. 

The double track double ended 
hay is the most rat a of our four 

asic yard types and therefore has the 
greatest number of variations which 
are Operationally quite different from 
one another. The simplest variation is 
shown in figure eight where two single 
track yards are placed side by side. 
Fach half of this vard can be worked 
err sas! independently of the other 

alf. 


This arrangement puts the longer 
tracks in the centre and the shorter 
tracks towards the outside. This may 
not always be a convenient arrange- 
ment. It may be more convenient to 
put the shorter tracks in the centre 
and the longer tracks to the outside. 
This can be achieved by rearranging 
the turnouts as shown in figure nine. 
It is also possible to make all of the 
tracks have fairly similar lengths by 
using the turnout arrangement of figure 
eight at one end of the yard and the 
turnout arrangement of figure nine at 
the other. 

The main disadvantage of these 
arrangements is that if we want to 
swap a train from running in one 
direction to running in the other then 
we have to lift the train off of a track 
in one half of the yard and place it on 
a track in the other half of the yard. 

The easiest solution to this is to add 
a crossover to each end of the fiddle 
yard (figure ten). This arrangement 
allows ae fiddle yard to be operated 
as if it were two separate yards at 
either end of an end to end layout. 
The half of the fiddle yard that has 
direct access to both of the tracks at 
one end of the yard (one directly, one 
via the crossover)is used as a fiddle 
yard for trains entering and leaving 
from that direction. The other half of 
the yard is used for trains entering or 
leaving from the other direction. 
Operation is the same as if you had an 
end to end layout with a fiddle yard 
of the type shown in figure six at each 
end. The difference is that the fiddle 
yard can also be used to run trains 
straight through the yard or terminate 
a train now and take it out in the same 


_ direction later. This is very convenient 


if you are attempting to run realisti- 
cally with trains running backwards 
and forwards. 

Trains of open wagons which nor- 
mally carry loads in one direction and 
run empty in the other would be 
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simulated by two identical trains (one 
loaded, one not) running in opposite 
directions and not changing their 
direction, while all other trains are 
run as if the layout were end to end. 

Figure eleven shows an alternative 
track arrangement. This layout can be 
operated in the same realistic way 
previously described by using the 
outside most tracks for the open wagon 
train. This arrangement has the ad- 
vantage that all of the tracks other 
than the outsidemost can be used 
from either direction. Depending on 
the length of the yard aig the length 
of the trains that you are running this 
could give you a much greater storage 
capacity by storing two trains on each 
track. This arrangement can also be 
used for most other types of opera- 
tion. The only difficulty with this 
arrangement is that the short single 
section at each end of the yard means 
that a train cannot arrive from one 
direction at the same time as another 
_ train is attempting to depart towards 
that direction. This problem is partly 
overcome by the outsidemost tracks 
which permit trains to be run straight 
ue bypassing the fiddle yard 
completely. This also makes this type 
of yard useful for those people who 
like to run the same train around the 
layout a number of times and then 
store it away in the fiddie yard and 
bring out another. 

If you intend to mostly operate the 
layout as an end to end layout then 
the track plan of figure twelve is a 
cheaper alternative. By doing away 
with the turnouts that bring the stor- 
age tracks back together and form 
loops we not only save the expense of 
the turnouts required to join these 
tracks back together but also save the 
space that these turnouts take up and 
hence can store longer trains in the 
same space. The two through tracks 
(in the centre this time) allow for 
open wagon trains to be operated as 


reviously described and also cater 
or those occasions when you just 
want to sit something on the track and 
watch it run. 

When you have a lot of space 
lengthwise by not much width then 
the arrangements of figures eight, 
nine, and ten are not as useful because 
they rely on enough width being 
available to fit in each of the tracks. 
The arrangement of figure eleven is 
still useful 1f a mainly end to end type 
of operation is to be used. In this case 
a smaller number of longer loops are 
used and each loop is used as a 
terminating track from each direc- 
tion. The operation then becomes 
functionally the same as the arrange- 
ment in figure twelve. This arrange- 
ment can also be used in a long 
narrow space by shifting the sidings 
on one side along until — are no 
longer opposite those on the other 
side and then curving the through 
tracks between the two sets of sidings 
so that everything will fit. 

It is possible to arrange a more 
conventional fiddie yard in a long and 
thin space (see figure thirteen). The 
yards ior each direction do not neces- 
sarily need to be opposite one another 
but can be staggered so that only the 
turnouts in the centre overlap. This 
gives a fiddle yard that is functionally 
equivalent to that in figure ten. The 
fact that the yards are staggered as 
they are does allow for one feature 
not possible with the other arrange- 
ments. By adding in the extra three 
crossovers (shown dotted) it becomes 
possible to run one train right through 
the fiddle yard even when all of the 
storage tracks are full. These cross- 
overs also allow for the whole yard to 
be used for trains arriving and depart- 
ing from a single direction instead of 
only half of the yard. This means that 
if you are building a layout in stages 
that the fiddle yard can form the 
storage for both directions at an early 


stage of development and can then 
form the storage at one end of a much 
larger end to end layout at a later 
Stage without having to alter the track 
(except perhaps to remove the turnouts 
at the other end which are no longer 
necessary). 

There are many variations possible 
when building a fiddle yard. This 
article has just pointed out a few of 
the things that should be considered 
in designing your fiddle yard. 

By properly considering ALL of 
the different ways that you might 
want to operate your layout, by look- 
ing at the space available for the fiddle 
yard and considering how the tracks 
will best fit, by considering the lengths 
of the trains that you want to be able 
to hold in the fiddle yard, and by 
considering the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the designs discussed in 
this article, you may come up with a 
fiddle yard design that substantially 
increases the flexibility of operation 
on your layout. You may be able to 
hold a much larger number of trains 
than you had expected to. You may 
be able to save some money by rear- 
ranging things to provide just those 
facilities that you actualiy want or by 
using a homemade traverser or sector 
plate in place of a large number of 
turnouts. 

The fiddle yard is an important part 
of a layout. It represents the rest of 
the railway network that you do not 
have space to model and gives you 
somewhere to run trains to and from 
in a realistic manner. It is not just 
some odd storage tracks tucked away 
somewhere to store those trains that 
you do not have space to store on the 
visible part of the layout. 

A properly designed fiddle yard 
can enhance the pleasure that you get 
from pe aie your layout. A poorly 
designed one can make trying to 
your layout in a realistic way into a 
real chore.

auge locos made it to Queensiand, 

4358 and 44636 of 1916 worked at 
Marian Sugar Mill near Mackay, their 
war department Nos were 512 & 758. 
These were tig eee Another 45215/

near Mackay and fortunately survived, 
it now runs at Dreamworld, south of 
Brisbane, see a previous Journal ar- 
ticle by Chris Malone.

Measuring Distances on a Track Plan 


There are many ways of measuring 
distance on a track_plan or map, such 
as using dividers, a length of string or 
the scale on a ruler. This article ex- 
plains the simple method of using the 
straight edge of a piece of paper. Full 
acknowledgement must be paid to the 
Instructors of the Australian Army, 
who taught the method to the author 
during his basic map_reading train- 
ing. 

Measuring Straight Distance 

To measure the distance in a straight 

line, ’as the crow flies’, lay the edge 


of a straight piece of paper against the 
two points and mark the edge of the 
paper with two ticks at the relevant 
points. Then, lay the paper against 
the scale of the map to determine the 
distance. 
Measuring Curved Distance 

To measure the distance along a 
curved or winding part of the 
track_plan, consider the track as being 
a lot of short straight pieces joined 
together. As previously explained, lay 
a piece of paper along the line and 
mark it at A for the starting point and

off, reducing the loco to 0-6-2T, less 
wheels to derail perhaps? The loco 
was preserved after use at the mill, in 
a playground. A few years ago the 
loco was removed for restoration to 
working order by the local steam 
enthusiasts group. 

Back to the model drawing, the 
styles of the cab, side tanks, stack and 
domes follow the WW1 locos closely. 
The wheel arrangement is a 2-4-2T, 
extra leading and trailing wheels are 
added, these can be easily wired up to 
improved loco electrical ty up for 
the Pemco mechanism. The smoke- 
box is slightly longer than usual, this 
was a common alteration to suit our 
local conditions and fuels.

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The Queensland Branch Exhibition 


An Annual Report by Alan Macdonald

This time of year, about twelve 
months ago, I sat down to write to 
Journal a resume of the 1992 Queens- 
iand AMRA Exhibition. I concluded 
by remarking I hoped to do it again in 
1993. Well, here I am, to give our 
country members in Queensland info 
on the happenings and to let members 
of the other states know similarly, 
some of which may help towards 
making their own exhibitions more 
successful. As far as the Queensland 
members go for this year, the local 
and metropolitan dwellers turned out 
to make the weekend a success almost 
one hundred percent. As this is the 
norm for this time of year, the weather 
was as required, and the venue of the 
show as for past years was again used, 
and again showed signs of more 
improvements to the building since 
last year. So, all circumstances consid- 
ered, there was no way the weekend 
should be anything but a success. A 
total of fifty-six stands were presented. 
Static displays and trade stands were 
presented by AMRI, a large range of 
products well known to rail modellers 
(including the popular range of elec- 
tronics and controllers with a reputa- 
tion for quality and reliability). Nota- 
bly, Stan Foster (well known on the 
Brisbane scene) was observed at this 
display. 

he "Trainway Tours’ stand nearby 
was run by a couple of fellows who are 
underway under this banner. It is a 
non-profit organisation - rare these 
days - which organises tours by rail. 
To date they have had tours by Rail 
Motor 1901, by a 2000 Class RM, and 
also by DEL drawn train. The trips so 
far have been mostly to out-of-the- 
way places and in future will also be, 
where possible. Nearby was the Club 
info Booth and a craft display by club 
members. Information was freely given 
and a large range of rail magazines 
sold at give-away prices. Surprising 
how many gs were looking for 
old issues to fill gaps in their collec- 
tions, so not only did their selling 
bring in extra funds, but has lightened 
the pressure in our Clubroom Li- 
brary. It appears to me that the old 
magazines are valued by some collec- 
tors as a remaining record of railways 
and lines long closed or dismantled. 
The grand old buildings, bridges and 
other appurtenances have passed into 
history and will never be seen again, 
apart from photos left behind in books 
or private collections. The craft dis- 
pay was manned mostly by Don Warn, 
im Bilby, Stuart White and Matt 
Grier, ail expert scratch builders of 
locos, wagons and buildings. 

Stand No 6 was manned by Russ 
and Joan who trade as "The Turn- 
table’ at Nundah. Though not havin 
been in business for any great lengt 
of time, they have quickly built up so 
they now offer a large range of items 
relevant to our hobby and offers rolling 
stock particularly of QR and other 
Australian prototypes from a variety 
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of Austrahan manufacturers. Nearby 
at No 8, Bruce Hoppitt and wife had 
their display. They trade as ‘Railcraft’, 
specialising in videos, pesters and 
photographics, some of which were 
really outstanding and at sensible prices. 
Almost part of No 8 was a very small 
display. lan MacFarlane was showing 
a new type of tracklaying which has 
been come onto the market. It is 
Australian made, in all gauges. and 
particularly suited to permanent out- 
doors use. Gabba Hobbies had a large 
variety of goods on sale - this year a 
large range of Hornby. Other well 
known traders were also present, such 
as J and J Hobbies, Bill Webb Model 
Railways, Powerline. Sun Coast 
Models, Lioyd’s, Austral Modelcraft, 
AR Kits and Tan Lindsay. Most of 
these distributors are well known, not 
only here in Queensland, but also in 
other states. A new addition to local 
manufacturers is "Black Diamond Kits’ 
becoming more well known and in 
demand, going out by some of the 
traders, apart from direct. 

Caloundra Model Trains were 
present again. They had a wide variety 
of items on show and also for sale. 
Another regular present was Gra- 
ham. He specialises in buying and 
selling and always has a wide variety 
of goods at sensible prices, which is 
what a lot of buyers are interested in. 
Another well known local who spe- 
clalises in mail order was present. A 
regular, under the name of ’Railco’, 
he carries a large range of goods from 
videos through to rolling stock, even 
"Thomas the Tank Engine’ sets. The 
Sun Coast Model trains had their 
stand y Septnee tl: in American proto- 
types. By the way, if they don’t have 
in stock, they will get it in for you. 
The team from Valley Toyworld were 
present again with a huge display. At 
their shop in the ’Valley’. they well 
everything from lead soldiers to giant 
teddy bears. They carry a huge range 
of Fleischmann’ for those who have 
deep pockets to match the taste for 
superb quality. 

Austral Modelcraft always have a 
large range to offer. Now based in a 
shop at 3/11 Kempsie Road, Upper 
Mount Gravatt and open regularly 
(on a part time basis). This dealer 1s 
well known to all and is as typical of 
traders of model rail gear - all are fair 
and honest in their dealings - seems to 
me to be an unwritten rule that in the 
model railway hobby that nobody 
‘touches’ anybody. Stand 23 was run 
by Brisbane-Ipswich Railway Films. 

ow twenty years of age and their 
thing is videos, films, poster and such 
like. The live steam fans were repre- 
sented by "The Brisbane Live Steam- 
ers and Model Engineering Society’ 
selling t-shirts, posters etc from their 
display. The Pioneer Steam Society of 
Swanbank were present also. Their 


live steam is 1 to 1 scale and runs at 
the now closed Swanbank Genera- 
tors, at which site you can ride a real 
train at no great cost. Lauded by PB15 
448, one which brings back memories 
of many years ago when, as a consid- 
erably younger fellow, I fed many a 
‘spoontul’ of coal into its firebox during 
years at the old "Gabba Loco Depot’ 
where according to loco men at other 
depots, we had our own ‘toy trains’. 

The ARHS fellows were present 
again dispensing information on their 
activities with steam train tours and 
the operations of their railway at 
Rosewood, where PB 734 has been 
restored and is under steam. They 
also rely on sales of souvenirs and the 
like to help finance their efforts. 
Another group with historical inter- 
ests were active at the weekend. The 
people connected with the establish- 
ing of an historical village at Ca- 
boolture had on offer a large range of 
pre-loved model railway items as a 
means of raising finance for their 
project. In roughly the same area in 
Queensland is another restored steam 
group are operating - that of the 
Narrow Gauge Museum Society, 
centered at Woodford, on 2 foot pauge 
- locos from the sugar industry of days 
gone by, again had a display. By way 
of operating layouts, sorne were small, 
some huge. Of the smaller ones, Ralph 
Simpson again was present. Though 
not elaborate, it definitely bears 
exhibiting as a good example of what 
can be done with limited space and 
resources, English prototype running. 
Greg Stephenson also displayed a small 
unit on Australian practice on narrow 
gauge. with most items scratchbuilt. 

f similar basics was the large layout 
by the NG Model Group, again all 
scratchbullt, but on 16.5 track; backed 
by Steve Malone and Jim Fainges, so 
as expected of them, done to perfec- 
tion, helped ae by a recent addi- 
tion to their team by the name of Phil 
Hadley. At 17 years of age, Phil won 
this year’s a Trophy for the best 
scratchbuilt loco. Apart from the 
excellence of all items on the layout, 
Jim’s building of the machine sho 
had to be seen to be believed. And, 
by way of interest, the Hadley family 
who live at Nambour are regular at- 
tendees at the Club Rooms - a round 
trip of about 150 km. How’s that for 
enthusiasm? 

The followers of a British were 
represented by Flying Po-Yezd, run- 
ning as their loco power, a collection 
of Hornby, Dublo, Triang and other 
British prototypes. The people be- 
hind this display retail Hornby, Dapol 
and Bachmann and offered buyers 
specials for the Show. On the Southside 

roup of ’Britishers’ layout ran trains 
of similar type, but on each of the 
three days, they concentrated on a 
different rail company each day, scale 
of 4mm. This year saw only a small 
amount of old Hornby. Hornby 3 rail 
at its best was shown by Merv sen. 


Items of similar vintage were a John 
Bateman’s 0 scale gauge layout, such 
tinplate items and rolling stock and 
locos bring back boyhood memories 
for many of the ’not-so-young’. A 
layout in 4 mm was presented by Greg 
Langridge. Most buildings were 
scratchbuilt; the overall scene depicted 
LMS practice, typical of buildings and 
trains of the 1930s era. All of the 
layouts based on British types were 
well put together and ran very well. 
An exhibit by the Model Railway 
Group was shown by some fellows 
who had been regulars over the years. 
Their layout was of a metropolitan 
area, serviced by trams, electric and 
steam, from days par by. 

The followers of N scale were out 
in full force. The Brisbane N scale 
group are well known as ’N. Track 

ystem’ and specialises in long trains 
and big power headers. The Southside 
N Scale Club is based on similar 
principles. Both of these layouts have 
several trains running at any one time. 
Of similar style and proportions was 
the layout shown by the Moreton N 
Scale Group. These large layouts with 
long trains and big power heading 
maintain the viewer’s interest because 
of so much going on. 

Jamie Carlsson exhibited again. His 
N Scale layout is a good example of 
what can be done by a youngster who 
has talent and enthusiasm. Though 


not of any great size, a very neat-and- 


attractive layout based on an area 
involved in coal mining. Also in N, 
but of larger size, was the display at 
No 4 stand by Ed Stavlen and Bill 
Byers. Several trains running at any 
time on the left hand end of the layout 
- a super bit of engineering by way of 
a curved wooden trestle bridge - all 
the scenic items outstanding, even 
down to the small boy flying his line 
controlled model plane on a grassy 
patch at the right hand end. American 
outline and prototype, big power lash 
ups at times. 

Some of the attention to small 
detail is becoming more evident. On 
Darcy Brittain’s layout, the campers 
and sunbathers were still insitu, as 
described by me last year. The layout 
was situated in a good position this 
year so that the back section, repre- 
senting Acacia Ridge’, could be easily 
viewed. State Rail prototype, of course 
in HO, running a good variety of locos 
and stock. 

Rod James’ version of Wingham’ 
North Coast, NSW, was again on 
show. I was really taken with the 
artwork; some of which may have

Trees by Bob Mawson 
Bottom. Kennebec County Railroad, an 
HOn2 1/2 layout by Gerry Hopkins 
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helped a lot in having his layout awarded 
the prize for the best Aussie-based 
layout, stocked with a good variety of 
State Rail units in HO scale. Another 
HO layout was on show depicting a 
general continuous main line running 
through rural countryside. Something 
similar was shown by David Cross and 
David Batch, except that their stand 
was based on the small area on the 
Queensland Kingaroy branch known 
as Miva’, with extra buildings added 
to relieve what would have been a not 
very interesting area to view. Miva, by 
way of explanation, is just a centre for 
rich farming land. Graham Campbell’s 
layout was along similar lines, not 
based on any specific area. All of 
these Aussie-based layouts show the 
steady continual swing towards our 
own prototype and basics; these being 
an ever-increasing range of products 
available. 

The Railway Modellers Club of 
Queensland exhibited a new modular 
layout in HO scale, with a variety of 
prototype trains running. Iron Bark 
Creek’ was one depicted. This was 
another Australian-based spread of a 
general scene in the country. Yet 
another large unit was shown by the 
members of the Darling Downs Rail- 
way Club, based in Toowoomba. The 
scene depicted was generalised but 
with a variety of prototypes running. 
Last year one item of interest was the 
bungee jumper halfway between the 
high bridge and the water, as a static 
item. This year he was replaced by a 
fellow who jumped every several 
minutes and after an up and down at 
the end of the jump, was returned to 
the bridge ready for his next jump! 
Nearby were the remains of a man 
beside the railway line. It appeared he 
may have been run down by a train 
while watching proceedings on the 
bridge. 

The fellows from Union Pacific 
Model Club constructed a small lay- 
out over the weekend, while also 
assembling kits and demonstrating 
other aspects of modelling. Another 
club present was the Allgauge Club 
running to size of LGB. Their 
clubrooms are at Carina where they 
also have regular buy and sell nights. 

A small display entitled Eurobahn’ 
showed some state of the art electron- 
ics operating on the layout backed by 
a display of some Marklin and other 
items sought after by collectors. The 
European scene was represented by 
Wal Corben and his wife Else, visitors 
from Sydney. All automatic opera- 
tion, which of course requires reliable 
rolling stock for a start. These needs 
were filled by a large selection of 
Fleischmann items. Another layout 
based on European-type was ’Altburg’, 
also stocked with Fleischmann prod- 
ucts and featured, in particular, making 
and breaking up of trains in the 
marshalling yard. Nambour and Dis- 
trict Club exhibited an N Scale spread, 
based on general practice in the USA

some years ago. Another layout with 
a small amount of ’N’ was by Vince 
and Gladys Ford. Gladys follows ’N’ 
while Vince favours HO. So their 
layout has a mixture of both, along 
with a really full house by way of 
amusement park and buildings. Some 
expert has said ’don’t mix scales and 
gauges on the same layout’. Evidently 
this is of no consequence and the 
layout tied with ’Kennebec’ as the 
most popular with viewers. 
*Kennebec’ was another visit from 
Sydney, shown here for the first time. 
Based on narrow gauge in Maine (in 
the USA) from the period around 
1950. This was an elaborate display of 
the highest standard and shows much 
by way of minute detail such as squir- 
rels in the trees and detail inside the 
buildings. Gauge used was 9 mn, all 
to HO scale, everything scratchbuilt 
and the finished article depicted thus 
corresponding roughly to what we 
have in real life in Victoria, by way of 
Puffing Billy’. The QR scene was 
represented by John Lees with 
"Running Creek’. Rolling stock was 
HO scale of 16.5 mm track, though 
not correct as far as purists are con- 
cerned, it did not detract from the 
viewer’s appreciation, probably due 
to some extent by the precise manner 
of layout construction and scenery 
and the large range of power with a 
large variety of steam, DELs, RMs 
through to class 35 and 39 electrics. 
Rolling stock included a rake of the 
yellow wagons used in catenary con- 
struction and maintenance and also 
coupled wagons with welded rails 
loaded, as used by QR when relayin 
track. Yes, John’s model does ben 
on curves as in 1 to 1 operation. The 
Drever family were present as usual to 
help man the display which was al- 
most fully hand built as far as locos 
and rolling stock were concerned. 
Two other layouts were nearby to 


John; both featuring QR locos and 


stock. Ron Fox exhibited "Woonbye’ 
based on that small centre just a few 
kms south of Nambour; such centre 
being the hub of the fase indus- 
try on the north coast from Brisbane. 
Ron’s B18-1/4, C17, DELs and stock 
are to gauge and scale on 12 mm track 
as was No 28 ’Miva’. 

Apart from the high standard of all 
exhibits, another aspect which must 
have helped to make the manner in 
which club members put their shoul- 
der to the wheel. Everything was well 
organised and ran like clockwork. 
Special thanks to the Committee for 
their leadership. Also deserving of 
thanks, are Kerry and her band of 
ladies who manned the canteen and 
prepared meals for the exhibitors, 
including of course, the Saturda 
evening spread of chicken and salad, 
followed by apple tart and custard. 
This event is now tradition and part of 
the weekend. 

Acquaintances renewed this year 
included Norm Read. At one stage he 
was surrounded by myself, Big Jim 
and Middle Jim and one or two other 
champion talkers, to such an extent 
he was finding it hard to get a word 
in edgewise. Hope to see you again 
next May, Norm. Saw and spoke to 
some previous exhibitors not present 
this year; amongst them KJ Walker. 
On two previous shows he exhibited 
Indian Narrow Gauge and says he 
hope to have his project complete for 
next year. We say many faces among 
the crowd who are now familiar as 
regular visitors, some from as far 
away as Townsville. 

At the finality of the weekend’s 
proceedings, there were some who 
not only looked tired, but were. No 
doubt most recovered quickly and 
possibly are already looking forward 
to next year’s show. The twelve months 
ahead will pass as quickly as the 
twelve month just gone no doubt. See 
you all again in May 1994!

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Library Notes 


The little town of Yass, between Goul- 
burn and Cootamundra is served by not 
one but two railway stations: Yass Junc- 
tion, onthe main Sydney-Albury line, and 
Yass Town, thirteen miles away. The for- 
mer was opened in 1876, and called just 
Yass, which one would guess annoyed the 
townspeople. After all, who wants to walk 
thirteen miles to one’s own railway station? 
They successfully lobbied the government 
to build a tramline connecting them to 
*their” station. The result was a delightful 
little branch line which ran until 1988. 
Unusually, the buildings (except for the 
MPD) have survived without vandalism, 
and the station building is now being 
developed as a museum. It is hoped to 
reopen the line shortly as a tourist attrac- 
tion, using CPH railmotors. 

Steve McNicol has produced two book- 
lets in the usual Railmac format, called 
Yass Railway Album and Yass Railway 
Portfolio. Between them they are almost a 
blueprint for a branch layout,with delight- 
ful buildings, short trains with 13 Class 
locos or X300 shunters at the head (even 
a 48, for awhile) or with CPH railcars. Of 


course, if you included Yass Junction you. 


could run everything up to the XPT! 

When R.G.Preston writes, you read and 
take note. His latest is in fact the third of 
his series on the three standard goods locos 
of NSW: the 30, 32 and 50 classes. Stan- 
dards in Steam: the 30 Class is another 
handsome volume from EveleighPress, with 
an abundance of good photos to illustrate 
Preston’s story, from the locos that the 50s 
replaced, through the development of the 
T Class, as it was called in 1907, the diffi- 
culties in supply during the First World 
War, and the history of the 280 members 
of the class in service: over the Blue Moun- 
tains, on the Newcastle/Maitland coalfields, 
and during WWII, almost everywhere. The 
last of the class was withdrawn in 1972. It’s 
a good story, of an unspectacular but 
remarkably versatile engine. 

Back to modelling: Kalmbach has re- 
leased Scale Modeling Tipsand Techniques, 
a spin-off from FineScale Modeler. The 
models are mainly aircraft and war game 
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types but most of thetechniques are of 
interest to ourselves as well. A useful little 
book to browse through; | certainly picked 
up some tips, and I'll glance at it again 
every now and then, to remind myself of 
the things I’ve forgotten. 

You will remember, of course, that in 
the March-April Journal, I accused Stuart 
Westerman of donating a copy of The- 
Magic of Railways to the Library. He 
indignantly denies it. He didn’t. However, 
he has now given us a copy of The Model 
Railway Hobby, by M.H.Binstead and 
published in 1943, as well as some issues of 
History of Railways and History of Mode- 
land Miniature Railways. It’s interesting 
to glance through the Binstead, to find that 
so many of the attitudes we regard as here- 
and now were being advocated fifty years 
ago. Weathering, for instance: "It is not for 
one minute suggested that the modeller 
should allow his stock to assume the sombre 
hues which are to be noted on many real 
engines and carriages today [it was war- 
time, remember], but a judicious weather- 
ing can add a good deal to the appearance 
of a model, if carried out with discretion.” 
Among his Does and Don’ts is Do try and 
learn Why’ as well as "How’.” Still worth 
noting. 

And now, will someone own up to the 
donation of The Magic ofRailways? 

Another interesting donation is from 
Australia Post, in recognition of help from 
our Secretary, John Harry. You will have 
noticed our new set of stamps, based on 
trains ofAustralia (and looked around for 
the magnifying glass to read the inscrip- 
tions). Australia Post have produced a very 
glossy, hard-bound book to mark the occa- 
sion. Words by PatsyAdam Smith no less, 
illustrations from all over, but including 
enlargements of those used for the stamps. 
An odd selection, I guess we’d all say, but 
still fun and showing the range of our 
interests. It’s called Trains of Australia, 
and I suppose its design owes more to an 
advertising agency’s graphics specialists than 
to a book designer.

The guest speaker for the 13 May Social 
Meeting was not really a guest, as it was 
member John Gardner showing some films 
of railways in Indonesia and India. In 
Indonesia, we saw the Wonokromo steam 
tram in Surabaja, which consists of an 
enclosed tram engine (mustn't scare the 
horses!) and five carriages that run down 
the streets, the lanes and then the gaps 
between the houses. (The tram was there 
first and the locals have built up to an 
apparently regulation 10 cm of fouling the 
loading gauge). At Pare, there were three 
classes of enclosed tram engines on shed: 
B 1510, B 1707 and B 2601. Also seen was 
the magnificent D 52 class 2-8-2s by Fried 
Krupp 1952, reminiscent of the VR ‘R’ 
class in aspect. D52014 brought "DOHO 1’ 
into Kertosono whereupon the rear three 
cars were taken off on a link line very fast 
by C 2719, a 4-6-4T! India first revealed

one of the world’s recognised good-lookers 
in the form of a WP 4-6-2 on The Taj 
Express. The WP was the culmination of 
attempts to have a standard passenger 
engine for India and several hundred were 
built. Next seen was a WG class from a 
similar project for a standard goods engine. 
After passing the religious precincts of 
Varanasi on the Ganges, the film showed 
a ride on the Darjeeling railway into the 
foothills of the Himalayas at 8000’. John 
said that a photograph in a very second- 
hand ’Wonderbook of Why & What’ from 
about 1925 made him decide to go io see 
the Darjeeling train negotiate the Bahasia 
spiral when he was four years old. Not only 
did we see his film of several trains nego- 
tiating the spiral, but John had the original 
loti at in the 1925 Wonderbook as 
well! In thanking John for showing his 
films, President Graeme Nitz said he would 
award 10/10 for the films, but only 1/10 for 
the jokes during the commentary.

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being limited to the Midland Railway alone. 
with the possible inclusion of the Midland 
and Great Northern Joint Railway. Same 
discussion among other aficionados of red 
engines suggested that the scope of the 
proposed Special Interest Group might be 
extended to include the London Midland & 
Scottish Railway (which had same very big 


red engines) and if that was accepted, 


perhaps the constituent companies whose 
locomotives, roiling stock, track and build- 
ings were absorbed to form the LMS. A bit 
more ‘lateral’ thinking suggested that, in 
view of the enormous amount of informa- 
tion available from the posi-1948 era 
compared to that before 1948. perhaps the 
scope of the $.1.G. might be extended to 
include ‘all things LMS’ that soldiered on 
under British Railways. 

To assess the degree of interest in the 
formation of a Special Interest Grou 
associated with the Midland Railway, wit 
or without its bedfellows who formed the 
LMS and with or without the LMS itself 
and its BR(LM) and BR(Sc)successors, an 
exploratory meeting was held in the Branch’s 
Clubrooms at 24 Moojebing Street, Bayswa- 
ter, at 7.30pm on Se 25th June. (report 
next issue?) 

Some of the matters to be considered 
are :- 

(a) the company and time span of the 
Special Interest Group (b) what.will the 
Special Interest Group actually ‘do’? 

Some of the suggestions made so tar 
have been :- 

(i) build a ‘fine scale’ layout 

(ii) attempt to have somewhere in the 
Special Interest Group a model of every 
class of locomotive that ever bore Midland 
(or, in the ‘extended’ case, LMS) livery 

(iii) assemble, in due course, as com- 
plete a reference library on the Midland 
(or, in the ’extended’ case, LMS) Railway 
as is possible 

(iv) as a preliminary to or a substitute 
tor (ili) above, document ai! the reference 
data sources on Midland (or, in the ‘ex- 
tended’ case. LMS) Railway matters held 
by members of the Special Interest Group 
and others. - encompassing printed material 
(both monochrome and colour), ~ slides. 
videotapes, audiotapes, LPs, etc., etc.. 

(c) when and where will the Special 
interest Group meet?

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Book Review

Wild Swan Publications Ltd. 270mm x

This book is to Wild Swan’s normal 
format with plasticised covers. 

Do not be put off by the title - much of 
what is written is valid in any of the smaller 
scales and is relevant to any locomotive 
chassis whether it comes with a kit or not. 
This book should be on every modeller’s 
bookshelf. 

lain Rice’s style of writing makes a 


rather technical treatise very readable indeed. 
One picture is worth a thousand words and 
accordingly many of the techniques, etc. 
are illustrated with photographs and ex- 
pianatory captions. 

The author starts by discussing some.of 
the fundamentals of chassis design. both 
prototype and model. Chassis supplied with 
kits, from the solid casting type to etched 
brass types are compared and advice given 
on how to assess the various types as well 
as methods of correcting or clearing some 
of the ‘nasties’ found. 

This is followed by chapters on basic 
chassis construction, fitting and quartering 
of wheels and fitting of cylinders and valve 
gear. 

The function of bogies and pony trucks 
is illustrated, how the prototype versions 
work and their function, making the mode! 
versions do their share of the work. The 
‘pros’ and ‘cons’ of compensation in its 
various forms are discussed. 

Further chapters discuss motors, trans- 
mission systems and electrical pick-ups, 
together with testing and trouble shooting. 

Finally, a listing of some suppliers of 
tools, kits, components and materials. 

Whether the modeller is just thinking 
about a chassis for his/her first locomotive, 
Or is an experienced modeller who has 
constructed more than one, or is designing 
and producing locomotive kits, this book is 
a MUST. It contains many hints and tips on 
the pitfalls of locomotive/chassis kits and 
actual modelling techniques by a practical 
modeller who is also a kit designer and 
manufacturer.

Paint Your Wagon 
(and other things too!) 


I'd seen the advertisements in ”Model 
Railroader” for it and now it was available 
here in Perth - not the entire range, mind 
you, but enough choices from the 120 
colours on the colour chart to satisfy most 
modelling requirements. 

What is it? It’s the "revolutionary, water- 
based paint for the Professional medeller” 
from the Badger Air-Brush Co. and it’s 
called 

ACCU-flex 

*Tain’t cheap, mind you! $7.50 for a 30 
millilitre plastic bottle, which conveniently 
has the same thread as the Badger Air 
Brushes - not surprising, really. That’s at 
least twice as dear as other modelling 
paints, such as Floquil, Polly-S, Precision, 
Humbrol, Testors, Tamiya, etc. BUT, so 
the blurb says, you get three times as much 
coverage as you do from ‘conventional’ 
paints. The claim is that the pigments in 
ACCU-flex are ground so much finer than 
in any other paint that you have seen in the 

ast. However, see "Myth 2” in Graeme 

town’s article on page 63 of the June 1993 
issue of "Australian Model Railway Maga- 
zine” on the matter of finely ground pig- 
ments in modelling paints! Just who can 
you believe? 

ACCU-flex is a water based, non-toxic 
acrylic paint. In fact, the blurb from Zimbler 
Pry. Ltd. (Australian distributors of ACCU- 
flex) says it’s "the first true water base 

aint”! I don’t know about that, as I’ve 
‘sees using Polly-S for at least 10 years now 
and it is a water soluble, non-toxic paint. 


(the Polly-S ,brochure does not specify 
what type of paint it is though). 

Well, the ‘proof’ is to be found in the 
eating’, so I parted with fifteen of the 
readies’ to Jim Preston (who has it in stock 
at P&J Models) in exchange for a.pot of 
"Light Tuscan Oxide Red” and a pot of 
"Reefer Grey”, the intention being to 
apply these to very old (mid 1950s) Tri-ang 
7-plank open wagon bodies molded in 
hideous green and dark grey polystyrene as 
Stage One of converting them to quite 
exquisite British Private Owner Wagons. 

Being a bit slothful, | decided to trv 
ordinary brush application of the Tuscan 
Red ACCU-flex to a dark green plastic 
body and the Reefer Grey ACCU-flex to a 
darker grey plastic body. The paints seemed 
to be very thin but how easily thev went on, 
without any prior surface preparation of 
the plastic bodies. I usually have a lot of 
trouble with Polly-S when doing this due to 
the presence of small amounts of grease, 
etc. causing the Polly-S to break awav and 
leave patches of bare plastic staring back at 
you! None of this with ACCU-flex, it 
covered superbly, drying within five min- 
utes (had I wanted to put on the transfers 
then, I probably could have) and giving 
complete coverage with no “hoiidavs’ any- 
where. Quite remarkable and as the drv 
paint film thickness is only about 0.00025” 
to 0.0005”, there was no loss of detail on 
the plastic molded body. The coverage of 
the red over green plastic was most impres- 
sive. | have always found it necessarv to use 
two hand brushed coats of Polly-S to get 
compiete coverage and this causes a bit of 
rounding of sharp edges of the molded 
plastic bodies. 

Back to see Jim to report favourably 
and, as a satisfied customer, to trv another 
colour I’d seen on the rack - No.16 
"Brunswick Green”. Although the colour 
range of ACCU-flex is basicaily aimed at 
the U.S. orientated modellers (with plenty 
of choice for the Santa Fe, S.P., Soo Line, 
NYC, B&O, C&O, Amtrak, etc.), Bruns- 
wick Green is a common colour used by 
many a railway elsewhere - why there was 
once a minor railway in the west of England 
and Wales that used it, and so did British 
Railways. As | am modelling BR in the 
early to mid 1950s, I wanted to try this 
ACCU-flex colour on a Hornby ‘Patriot’ 
locomotive that I was re-liverying from 
LMS Crimson Lake to BR Brunswick Green. 
I had, same years ago, given the locomotive 
and tender a couple of coats of Polly-S 
”Coach Green” which didn’t look too bad, 
although perhaps a little too pale, but I had 
hoped that a coat of Estapol Satin Finish 
would improve things. 

So, a hand brush coat of ACCU-flex 
Brunswick Green was applied straight on 
top of the existing Polly-S Coach Green. 
Oh dear! It dried within five minutes to be 
almost black! Not quite as black as your 
proverbial ace of spades but damned near! 


Was it the dark substrate that gave this 
effect? A trial on a piece of white polysty- 
rene sheet proved it was. One coat of 
ACCU-flex Brunswick Green gave a fin- 
ished film coat which was distinctly green 
although perhaps a bit too much blue in it 
for the correct BR colour. A second hand 
brush coat of ACCU-flex Brunswick Green 
over part of the first coat confirmed the 
earlier experience - it came out almost 
black! The final experiment on this was to 
try an air brush application to the white 
polystyrene sheet. Yes, with correct air 
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brush technique to give a uniform thin 
paint film one coat of ACCU-flex Bruns- 
wick Green does look green but any ‘doubling 
up’ aS you spray or an application of a 
second air brush coat of ACCU-flex Bruns- 
wick Green gives the same "black’ effect! 
The Instruction Manual for ACCU-flex 
doesn’t cover this aspect very well, merely 
remarking towards the end ....”the bright 
colours; red. yellow, orange, should be 
undercoated with a light grey or white. If 
painting over black plastic, test the colour 
over a black sample first. If the colour turns 
too dark, then undercoat with a light 
coloured paint” 

As it is common advice with air-brush- 
ing tO Use several thinned coats of paint 
rather than just one thicker coat, this is an 
aspect of ACCUflex that needs a bit more 
care than usual - at ieast with Brunswick 
Green! On the other colours I've tried so 
far, no problems at all with the darker 
substrates. Overall, | am impressed with 
this new paint from Badger and the expe- 
riences of other modellers in its use would 
make useful copy for future issues of 
“Journal”.

There’s a 
great group of Sn3 1/2 modellers there to 
inspire, guide, cajole or otherwise encour- 
age you to go into and excel in this most 
desirable aspect of railway modelling - 
doing your local scene!

What Happens When 
You Open ’A Can of 


Worms’ ! 


It all started one Saturday afternoon last 
year, when Association member Brian 
Howard from Toodyay brought to the 
Clubrooms the latest Bachmann model 
which he had just purchased that day - a 
‘OO’ scale model of the ex-LMS Rebuilt 
‘Jubilee* Class 4-6-0 locomotive ’Phoenix” 

No! Actually, it started off well before 
then - at one (or both) of the talks given 
on modelling in the smaller scales (such as 
"N’ or 'Z’) or in the larger scales (such as 
7mm/ft or 1/4”/ft). There then emerged one 
of those pieces of ‘infinite wisdom’, namely: 
The larger the scale in which you are 
modelling, the greater is your need to have 
a good technical knowiedge of the RAIL- 
WAY items that vou are.modeiling. 

The converse is equally true : 

The smaller the scale in which you are 
modelling. there 1s a lesser need for vou to 
have a good technical knowledge of the 
RAILWAY items that you are modelling. 

You don’t have to be a Rhodes Scholar 
to work out why. 

irstly, given the usual limtations on 
space which most railway modellers have 
imposed upon them, there are generally 
less non railway (or ‘over the fence’) items 
to be modelled if you're operating in the 
larger scaics. because the railway itself 
tends to take up most of the space available 
and there is jess of a tendency to be 
diverted to questions iike the shape of an 
oak tree and the colour of thatch on a 
cottage roof - one is more likely to be 
wanting to know about the positioning of 
the lamps on the rear of a train! 

Secondly, there is the question of seeing 
things! If you're a modeller in one of the 
smaller scales. you can get away with the 
fact that your locomotives don’t seem to 
have any brakes, because you'd be hard 
pressed to see the brake blocks even if you 
modelled them. But, in the larger scales, 
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the absence ot brake blocks and brake 
rigging becomes all to apparent and if you 
are to modei them correctly, you are more 
likely to find out a bit about locomotive 
braking systems. For example, why did the 
Bulleid *Pacifics’ have very complicated 
outside brake rigging and clasp type brake 
blocks? It’s often said that in the smaller 
scales, a blob of paint will often create the 
same effect as what in one the larger scales 
may take a few hours to create. 

Back to Brian Howard and his Rebuilt 
‘Jubilee’ It is a beautiful ready-to-run 
model with nothing to do except glue the 
driver and the fireman into their respective 
working positions and to find a place tor 
the two little cylinders separately packed in 
clear plastic. 

"What are these for’” said Brian. A bit 
of a stunned silence among those admiring 
the model itself until Yours Truly replied 
“Oh! They are something to do with the 
Automatic Warning System - they're on 
many an ex-LMS locomotive. There's plenty 
of pictures which show them, usually mounted 
on the right nand running plate, just ahead 
of the cab. but you'll only need one of the 
two supplied.” 

A quick delve into the Library brought 
out “Locomotives Illustrated” No.36 deai- 
ng with the Jubilees’ and it was confirmed 
that, indeed, there was a cylinder. a bit 
over two feet long and about nine inches in 
diameter, on many of the ‘Jubilees’ de- 
picted. A look at the companion issues in 
the “Locomotives Illustrated” series, No.! 
The Royal Scots’, No.5 ‘Black Fives’. No.16 
‘Stanier Pacifics’, No.22 "The LMS Mo- 
guis’. No.27 ‘Claughions and Patriots’ and 
No.40 ‘The LMS 8F 2-8-Os’, brought 
confirmation of the cylinder on the right 
hand running plate on many examples. 

Fortunately, Brian (and the others 
present) didn’t ask what it did, because 
then I would have had to resort to the well 
known ’B.B.B’ technique (Bull.... Baffles 
Brains) - apart from Loe that these 
cylinders were something to do with the 
A.W.S. system, | did not know any more! 

Absolute confirmation of the connec- 
tion with the A.W.S. came from two sources, 
a Be Me h by Eric Treacy in the book 
“Treacy’s British Rail” by Patrick White- 
house and John Powell which showed, 
according to the caption. a Duchess’ in the 
early 1960s now fitted with A.W.S. (the 
reservoir can be seen on the running plate)’ 
- a copy of the photograph ig reproduced 
below - and from the ’eagle eye’ observa- 
tions of our President. Simon Mead. He 
noted that all the locomotives with the 
cylinder on the running plate also had a 
large protection plate below the front buffer 
beam, this being to prevent the possibility 
of the front screw coupling ’swinging in the 
breeze’ and damaging the A.W.S. detec- 
tor, which he knew to be carried at the 
front of the locomotive and close to rail 
level. 

We were beginning to make progress - 
we knew that the British Rail A.W.S. 
system relied on magnets in the ’four foot’ 
(between the rails), and that it gave audible 
and visible indications inside the cab when 
a locomotive passed a distant signal either 
at ‘Clear’ or at ‘Caution’ - a bell ringing for 
a few seconds when the distant signal is 
‘Clear’ and a horn sounding and a black 
and yellow ‘daisy’ indication appearing in 
the cab when the distant signal is at ‘Caution’, 
with the brakes being applied automati- 
cally a few seconds later if the driver did 
not cancel the horn and the ‘daisy’ indica- 


tor. And we knew that there was a ’pick up’ 
down low at the front of the locomotive and 
a cylinder on the running plate. We knew 
that the Great Western Railway had devel- 
oped its own, mechanically activated, 
Automatic Train Control system well be- 
fore World War II but we seemed to know 
precious little about the BR Automatic 
Warning System. 

And, anyway, what was stored in the 
cylinder? Was it air or was it a partial 
vacuum? Overall, how did it work? Simon 
and | and a tew others around the Clubrooms 
did not know, so out went the sleuths to 
find the truth. Contact was made with 
Harry Howell of the British Railway 
Modeliers of Australia and he was able to 
talk to fellow member Peter Betts and 
obtain from him an extract from what 
appears to be some sort of BR training 
Manual. Here is some of that extract. 
Track Equipment 
Two magnets are fixed centrally between 
the raus, 2’6” apart, generally 200 yards 
on the approach side of a distant signal. 
The first contains a permanent magnet 
with its south pole uppermost and the 
second is an electro-magnet. The electro- 
magnet is ‘dead’ when the distant signal is 
at ‘Caution’ and ’alive’ with its north pole 
uppermosi when the signal has been pulled 
! ‘Clear’. The tops of the magnets are at 
rail level. In addition to these, permeant 
magnets are provided in the outlet roads 
from the sheds to test the equipment 
before going into service. 

Engine Equipment 

The AWS vacuum reservoir is exhausted 
from the ejector through a non-return 
valve and isolation cock which is sealed 
open. An electric switch, operated by the 
vacuum, connects the battery to the electrical 
circuus. The horn is connected to 
atnosphere through an electrically-operated 
valve in the driver’s control unit, and the 
under side of the brake valve and the 
fuming reservoir are sunilarly connected to 
the vacuum reservoir. The upper side of 
the brake valve is connected to the train 
pipe. The brake valve is kept balanced by 
vacuum on both sides, but is kept closed 
by a spring. If air is admitted to the under 
side of the valve, the balance is upset and 
the valve lifts to admit air to the train pipe. 
The brake valve is sealed open but can be 
closed by a screwed plug in an emergency. 
The receiver consists of a permanent magnet 
carrying contacts which acts as a two-way 
switch; one contact being closed when the 
receiver has passed over a permanent 
magnet and the other contact being closed 
when the receiver has passed over an 
‘alive’ electro-magnet. 

When running normally, the receiver contact 
closes a circuit to the electrically-operated 
valve in the driver’s control unit which 
controls the vacuum and air as described 
above. When the receiver passes over a 
permanent magnet, the contact opens and 
after one second the solenoid is deenergised 
and the valve operates to connect the horn 
to the vacuum reservoir and cause it to 
blow and cause it to blow and also to 
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Hudd inductive system and in 1935 decided 
to equip its former LT&SR line between 
Bow and Shoeburyness, on the north side 
of the Thames, because of its proneness to 
fog. 

With the formation of Britisn Railways 
in 1948. and with reduced financial wor- 
ries, the prospects for a uniform Automatic 
Train Control system seemed much better. 
For the next five years, there were studies. 
experiments and trials to decide the final 
form that ATC should take. It took until 
1952 for the final design of the prototype 
(derived from the LMS’s Hudd system) to 
be decided and the first locomotive to be 
equipped on October 17th - just nine days 
after the horrific rear end smash at Harrow 
& Wealdstone, in which an Up sieeper 
train ran past the colour light distant signa! 
at Caution’ and the outer and inner home 
signals, both at ‘Danger’. before slamming 
into the rear of a stationary commuter 
train. an accident which might nave been 
averted had the distant signal and the 
locomotive been equipped with the equip- 
ment to give an audible signal to the 
locomotive’s driver and to app!y the brakes 
if hé took no notice of the warning. 

This accident led to the announcement 
that over | 300 miles of track would be 
fitted up with the necessary equipmen: 
over a period of five vears as soon as the 
we peta proved satisfactory, followed by 
a longer term plan for another 4,000 miles. 
However. the wheels of BR ground ex- 
ceedingly slow, for it was not until Novem- 
ber 1956 that the equipment had been 
proven satisfactory and then with delays in 
supply of the equipment, it was not until 
1958 that work really got under way. The 
Lewisham St. Johns smash on 4th Decem- 
ber 1957, in which an express from Cannon 
Street to Folkestone and Ramsgate ran 
past two ’Caution’ colour light signals and 
a red colour light signal before running (in 
fog) into the rear of a stationary E.M.U. 
held at a red signal. none of which were 
equipped with A.T.C. gear. might wel! 
have been ‘the last straw’ in this saga of 
procrastination and delay. 

BR decided that its 
would be provided on:- 

1. Lines on which speeds of 75 mph and 
over were allowed, with a substantial vol- 
ume of express passenger trains. 

2. Lines with a high density of suburban 
passenger trains. 

3. Lines with a substantial density of 
passenger and freight trains and lines sched- 
uled to carry heavy freight trains. 

4. Lines which are often foggy. 


A.W.S. system 


5 Short stretches of line between routes — 


equipped under other criteria, which to- 
gether form part of a through route. 

6. Lines on which there was more than 
one train per hour in either direction 
between midnight and 0600 (lines must be 
at least 20 miles long and speeds at least 40 
mph)- a safeguard to drivers during those 
hours when there is most likelihood of 
drowsiness. 

Of course, iocomotives and muitiple 
units expected to run over these lines 
would be equipped with the necessary on- 
board gear, although locos and mulupie 
units not so equipped would not be pre- 
vented from operating over these lines: just 
that there would be no cab indications 
given to a driver passing a distant signal at 
Caution’. 

Work on the installation of the A.W.S. 
system was quite rapid in the late 1950s and 
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throughout the 1960s and by 19727-3000 
route miles had been equipped with the BR 
standard A.W.S. system. No doubt. the cut 
backs brought about by the 1963 Reshap- 
“8 Report of Dr. Beeching and the earlier 
(1955) Modernisation Plan. by reducing 
the system size generaliv and the number 
of motive units on it, made the task a bit 
easier! Bv the end of 1985. 4 total of 6.300 
route miles had been equipped, including 
the replacement of the former GWR equip- 
meni in order to achieve standardisation. 
The Southern Region was still tardy. as 
there were still some technica! difficulty of 
installing the BR standard A.W.S. system 
on third rail electrified lines and this was 
not resolved until 1963. Even then little 
progress was made and to overcome fears 
about the repetitive effect of frequent warning 
cancellations where colour light ‘Caution’ 
signais (double vellow and single vellow) 
were closely spaced, as they are on BR(S). 
work Was started on 2 more advanced svs- 
fem but this, too, was beset by technica! 
difficulties and in 1973 a belated start was 
made in equipping the electrified lines with 
the BR standard A.W.S. system. work 
which was completed in the late 1980s. 

What 4 saga! About XO vears after the 
GWR started on its quite satisfactory A.T.C. 
system. the whole of the, by now much 
emaciated, BR system had been equipped 
with an Automate Warning Svstem at 
distant signais. But how does all this affect 
our models of the railways of Britain? 

It vovn're modelling the GWR or BRCW) 
up to the end of steam, vou just need to 
mode! the 40 feet jong A.T.C. actuating 
ramp. which was located about 400 yards 
(200 yards in multiple aspect signalling 
areas) ahead of the distant signai is reached. 
But bearing in mind that the distant signal 
can be between 800 and | 200 yards ahead 
of the stop signal to which it applies, there 
is little likelihood that even an ‘N’” scale 
modeller will have enough space ‘to play 
with’. The spring loaded shoe on the loco- 
motive is well out of sight beneath the 
locomotive and need not be considered for 
normal ‘operating’ mode! railways. The 
only remotely visible A.T.C. equipment on 
a steam locomotive wouid be the Driver's 
control unit in the cab but this, 17 1/2" x 
7 1/2”, is probably a bit twee to model. 
even in an exposed cab, unless you're 
modelling evervthing else on the boiler 
back-plate or you're modelling in 7mm or 
larger scales. 

If vou're modelling the LMS, LNER or 
SR. don’t worry - you've got nothing to 
model, unless your thing is the LT&SR 
after 1936. when the locomotives likely to 
work over it carned quite large vacuum 


cylinders mounted vertically on the left 


hand front side of the cab. __ 
if you’re modelling BR(LM), BR(E). 


BR(S) or BR(Sc} up to 1958. vou’ve got 


nothing to model! The ‘difficulties’ arise i 
you are modelling steam in the period 195& 
to 1968. However. as the A.W.S.-magnets 
were placed 200 yards ahead of the distant 
signal, vou probably won't have the space 
to mode! them anyway. It is the equipment 
carried on the iocomotive which demands 
your attention. The visible equipment was:- 

1. The plate protecting the pick up’ 
receiver below the tront buffer beam. The 
receiver itself cannot be seen easily behind 
this plate. 

2. The vacuum cylinder for ’storing’ the 
vacuum to operate the system 

3. The box containing the batteries to 
provide the power for the various relays, 


the Driver's control unit and the bell. 

4. The Timing Reservoir, much smailer 
than the vacuum cylinder in 2. 

5. The Driver’s control unit in the cab. 


As far as 5. is concerned, the same 
applies as has been said above when deal- 
ing with the GWR and BR(W). The pro- 
tective plate, 1., is easy enough to model, 
although | have not been able to find out 
What size 1t was ~ it looks to be about 12” 
wide and hangs down about 18” below the 
bottom edge of the front buffer beam. 
items 2, 3 and 4 are the ones which pose 
the problems. The table opposite reflects 
what | have noted from studying many, 
many photographs of different locomotive 
LYPes. 

it will De seen that there are a targe 
number of question marks, where there is 
no information available - well, none that 
t could find anvway!

It seems that this was the only 
one of the 55 member class to have its 
vacuum cylinder ‘on display’ for all and 
sundry to see!

(if you could see it!). Both manufacturers 
"stuff it up’ though by having both models 
available in LMS livery, the "Crab” in one 
which only applied in the mid 1920s - about 
reel years before the British Railways 
A.W.S. gear was installed! The ”Black 
Five” comes from Hornby in a mid 1930s 
livery (only 25 vears too soon for British 
Railways A.W.S. gear) as weil as a ludi- 
crous crimson lake livery of the same era!! 

So, having gone down the garden path 
and back again, where does all of this leave 
us as railway modellers? Perhaps, suffering 
a little from. ‘anachrophobia"! - see Ron 
Cunningham’s "BRANCHLINE Ramblings’ 
in the June 1993 issue of ” Australian Model 
Railway Magazine”. 

Well, if you are modelling in one of the 
smaller scales, you can ignore all of this,

Measuring Distances on a 
Track Plan 


There are many ways of measuring 
distance on a track_plan or map, such as 
using dividers, a iength of string or the 
scale on a ruler. This article explains the 
simple method of using the straight edge of 
a piece of paper. Full acknowledgement 
must be paid to the Instructors of the 
Australian Army, who taught the method 
to the author during his basic map_reading 
training. 

Measuring Straight Distance 

To measure the distance in a straight 
line, ’as the crowflies’, lay the edge of a 
Straight piece of paper against the two 
points and mark the edge of the paper with 
two ticks at the relevant points. Then, lay 
the paper A eae the scale of the map to 
determine the distance. 


Measuring Curved Distance 

To measure the distance along a curved 
or winding part of the track_plan, consider 
the track as being a lot of short straight 
pieces joined together. As previously 
explained, lay a piece of paper along the 
line and mark it at A for the starting point 
and mark it again at, say at ten millimetre 
interval. Pivot the paper about the second 
mark and mark a third point along the 
track. Again pivot the paper and mark itat 
a fourth point and so on, until the desired 
length of track is recorded as a series of 
marks along the edge of a piece of paper. 
The total distance of the mapped route is 
thus recorded as a straight line on the edge 
of the piece of paper and it can be read off 
against the linear scale of the map or track 


plan.

Wiring Staples 


A fast and particularly cheap way 
to keep the wires neat under layouts 
is 10 USe Cut Wire staples; the rounded 
U-shaped type used for fencing. These 
come in bulk bags in avariety of sizes, 
from the nails section of hardware 
stores, | 

the staples can be hammered partly 
inio the timber framework under the 
layout wherever needed, and the wires 
can then be threaded through the 
hoops formed. The smallest sizes will 
hold 6 to 10 wires; the largest will 
hold up to 50 or 100. 

Staples are easier to install than 
screw-eyes, far cheaper, hold the wires 
flush against the timber. and are re- 
movable. 

If a cable outgrows its stapies, they 
can be pulled out and replaced with 


larger Ones without moving the wires, 
| and a cable can be easilv relocated 


sidewavs to clear later constructions.
